Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Lipsitz is going to submit a new drawing that was shown to 
distinguish the objected to limitations for clarity (see attached figure 4), which the examiner agrees upon. Also in 
regards to the specification objections, the proposed changes to page 17, line 9 and line 20 (see attachment) are fine 
as well. Mr. Lipsitz argued that the previously presented independent claim 1 is distinguishable over the prior art 
reference, in regards to the first and second hinged components of the reference are not hingedly attached to the 
frame; the interpreted hinged components of the cited art is not a glazing bead or can function as one, by holding the 
window components to the sash (i.e. claim 8); therefore the examiner feels that the previously presented claim with the 
clarity of the limitations from the previous office action, is distinguishable over the prior reference cited. An updated 
search would be conducted once the amendment is filed..
